ENGLISH AND AMERICAN RACING WAYS 



Trainer A. 7. Joyner Tells of the Different Methods 
Employed Here and Abroad. 



(BY 0. .7. FITZ GERALD.) 

XEAA' YORK. X. Y.. September l(i. — .V. .7. .lo.vner. 
one of .America’s most piamiinent trainers of thor- 
m.ghbreds, who followed his profession in England 
for eight years, having charge of horses owned b.v 
the late Herman H. Diiryea, 11. P. AA’hitney, .'.iigiisi 
Helmont and Lird Ijinsdale. in speaking of matters 
pertaining to the turf in the Ciiited States a few 
lays ago, made the following timely comments on 
the sport as he has known it: 

"English racing is under stricter surveillance 
than ours, and foul riding will not be tolcr.ited. 
iMiy must follow a straight course, and unless the 
stewards are satisfied that a jocke.v w:is unable 
to keep his mount straight In- conies under the tiaii. 
rile Usual plan i- to caution a rider the first time 
le is giiilt.v of inipro|H'r practices. .A repetition 
means a long Mispciision or a cain-elhition of his 
license. The Ixi.vs. knowing this, are careful, and 
IS a rule there is little rough riding, even in the 
liggesl fields. 

"I saw the race for the Epsom Derti.v in which 
'raganoiir was disqualified.’’ resumed .Air. .lo.vner. 
‘Mr. I'lnay was unfortunate in that race as I saw 
it. for .Vlio.veiir. which was placed first, repeatedl.v 
‘lumpeil ( 'ra.giinoiir. ami it looked like two tired 
.lorses fighting it out for the finish. The situation 
vas different from that with which the AA’estchester 
itewards were confronted in the Reiiliz-ition. The 
stewards give the sisirt their closest attention, even 

0 details. One i.f them freqiicntl.v gis-s to the po't 
itid takes notes of the behavior of the jocki-ys at 
the start. Riders are also under constiint siiperivision 
It other times. One or more stew.irds ma.v Ik- si-eii 
laking an active interest in the conduit of the 
■port at every meeting throughout ICnglaiid. .Some 
if our .American ho.vs, when the.v wetit over, tliought 
the discipline on English coiirsi's severe at first, 
but it worked for their general good in the end.’’ 

AA’hetl asked how he regarded the horses of the 
present day in the Enited States. Mr. .lo.vner said;

“Ever.v tiow anil then we are asked to eonipare 
Iiorses of our da.v with those of former times, and 
.vhile it is exceedingly difficult to class the racers 
if different iieriods, 1, for one. must declare in

lecade prior to IStdS. Alan o’ AA'ar is without doubt 

1 first-class two-.vcar-old. and Purchase has ever.v 
ippearance of inakitig good iti the three-year-old 
livision. Both have size and speed, and tlie former 
:ii particular beats ids horses in a wa.v that ci.in- 
lels me to pl.'ice him among the best juveniles 
i have ever seen, h: re or abroad. .As gixid as (’o!in '.‘ 
I'es, as gisid as an.vthing we liave ever seen aiiy- 
.vhere.” 

.Asked if the sprinters of the present day in the 
'.’iiited States i-ompared with tin; best of those h<‘ 
Old seen abroad. .Air. .lo.vner said; 

’’English sprinters are in the main lietter than 
uirs. though Xatiiralist and Liicullite are both f;ist 
lorses and could win in an.v coiuitr.v. Harmonicon 
iiid AA’hisk BriHuii II.. wiiicli were Imtli bred in the 
'’iiited States, the former bein.g b.v Disguise and 
the latter b.v Hroonistick. were able to hold their 
iwn when I hail them in Englainl. ainl the.v in- 
variably headed the hamlicaps. The.v were horses 
if great hulk. liud AA’hisk Broom II. was a real 
■hampion at a mile. Race horses come in all sizes. 
Mediant, with which 1 won the Stewards’ (’up and 
the (’luuiipioii Sprint Handicap, standing not more 
Ilian 1.7bi hands. 

"Ditr horses must improve from now on as a re- 
sult of owners in this countr.v obtaining so much 
gixid bbiod during the period of the war when it was 
lassible to secure stock wliicli would not otherwise 
>K' on the market at an.v price. T’.ie English 
sportsman does not count the prii-e when he wants 
1 particular mare or yearling. The Sar.itoga sales 
this summer show that we are fast getting to the 
■..line idea, anil it augurs well for the future of rac- 
ing in .America.’’ 

.As >Ir. .lo.vner is credited with having a great 
legree of success in selecting stalUoiis f ir Hie .Ameri- 
can mares which were sent to him from time to 
time b.v his employers to be bred, lie was asked 
what he considered the first essential for a grejit 
stock hors.'. ’’Speed,’’ was his reply. “If you 
•an get both speed and staying power, you. of course, 
’lave the ideal liorse. but give me s|H'ed ever.v time 
in a stiM-k hors.'. Such a sire will have a greater 
measure of success than a plodder.’’
